by Miners Against Gas. 


CLOTHES STUFFED IN WALL 


Discovery of Barrlrr 4,350 Feet Down 


Comes After 
Drillers 
Penetrate 


Rock—Note on Body Indicates 


All Died Within Five Houn. 


Jackson, Cal.—All forty-seven of the 


miners entombed In the Argonaut mine 
since August 27 arc dead. 


A note found-on one of the bodies 


Indicated that all Ihe men had died 
within five hours of the befilnning of 
the flre on August 27, oftlcials said. 


All the miner* were found behind 


the second of two bulkheads they had 
built In a cross cut 4.330 feet down In 
the mine. Uyron 0. I'lckurd, clilor of 
tlie Federal Bureau of Mines for this 
district, was the 8rst man to go. be- 
hind tlie bulkhead and discovered the 
bodies. Plckard, on an earlier explora-' 
lion behind this bulkhead, had count- 
ed forty-two bodies and expressed the 
belief then that there were others 
I here. . 
. The note found read as follows: 


"Three a. m., gas bad." 
The same note bore a scrawled fig- 


ure "4," apparently Indicating the same 
man had attempted to leave word for 
those who -might come after of the 
condition of the mine at that hour. 


Mine officials declared that the con- 


dition of the cross cut behind the bulk- 
head was such that life could not have 
been sustained there by the entombed. 
men for more than five hours, 


Tlie bodies were piled one on top of 


another', and decomposition had pro- 
gressed so far that Identification would 
be Impossible, Plckard reported. 


The mine officials said that tlie ac- 


tions of the men, as evidenced by the 
bulkheads they built and other mat- 
ters, Indicated they had died within 
five hours after being entombed. 


eThofflclala declared the uiute evi- 


dence of tlie men's struggle showed 
they were forty-seven 
of the most 


cool-headed men Imaginable. ' 


Slrteen of the entrapped miners re- 


moved-their clothes to provide mate- 
rial for stuffing the cracks In the 
wooden barrier, hastily constructed. 


Then another .barrie'r wns built of 


rock, eartli and debris. However, the 
gas and fumes from the Ore appar- 
ently seeped through the flrst bulk- 
head nnd the men fled from the site 
where they were building ttie second 
one to start a third, farther on. 


This uiird attemps to wall off the 


death-dealing gas waee made at tha 
end of the. 4,850 foot cross cut In tho 
Argonaut, but thr fnct that only a bare 
start was made at it proved, the mine 
officials said, that • the deadly carbon 
monoxide and the suffocating carbon 
dioxide hai reached It and performed 
.tlielr filial odtce before the forty-seven 
unfortunates could raise even an ex- 
cuse for a harrier. 
j Mine officials said that death had 
come to the entombed men painlessly. 
Vhe gases, they said, would produce 


first- a lethargy, then a coma and 
finally denth.

In Ana- 
tralla, where conditions are similar .to 
those in some parts of this country, 
fields sometimes show losses as high 
as 20 per cent and the Infection In 
general Is like that of bunt or slinking 
smut In our own wheat-growing re- 
gions. In two states where this smut 
has been found ports of fields have 
shown losses as high as 20 per cent, 
but It Is doubtful If Held losses there 
have ever been ns much as 6 per cent 
of the crop. 


Highly Resistant Varieties. 


A number of varieties of wheat 


grown In this area have been found 
not to take the disease at all, or to be 
highly resistant to It. Of the soft red 
winter wheats, Red Rock, Stoner or 
Marvelous, Fulcaster, Mammoth Red 
and Dletz are In this class. Of the 
hard red winter wheats, Illinois 10-110, 
Kanred, Illinois 12-41, and P-1003. are 
highly resistant, If not Immune. Nu- 
merous other strains and varieties 
hove shown high resistance, but somg 
varieties that have been very popular 
In this district have been found to 
take flag smut Infection very readily. 


Wind Carries Sporca.

Investigations Indicate the probabll 


Ity that the spores of the disease are 
carried by the wind from field {4 fleli 
and for this reason it Is doubtful II 
any quarantine measures can be ef- 
fective In preventing Its spread. There 
Is strong Indication that the growing 
of resistant varieties Is the least ex- 
pensive and most dependable method 
of preventing loss. Crop rotation also 
will help to keep the disease under 
control, for, unless a variety Is com- 
pletely resistant, growing wheat after 
wheat will increase tbe Infection In a 
field. . 


Farmers within or near the Infested 


area are urged to consult with their 
county agents or state experiment sta- 
tion and arrange to get supplies of 
these recommended varieties for sow- 
Ing this fall. 


RAPE IS IDEAL FOR PASTURE 


Found Especially Valuable In North 


Dakota Because It Is Not Injured 


by Frost 


In North Dakota they have found 


that an ideal fall pasture can be pro- 
vided by sowing two or three pounds 
of rape seed per acre In the corn at 
the last cultivation. If the corn Is 
to be hogged off, rape will furnish an 
Ideal pasture for the fall season. It 
Is especially valuable because It Is 
not Injured by light frosts. In fact, 
It has been found good for forage pur- 
poses until time of severe freezing.
